DRIVEN TO DEATH. 


A Merrr Sleighing Party Bun Down by 
a Pittsburg Locomotive—Where 
the Blame Seats and How 
the Injured Fare 
To-day. 


Saturday morning the sun crept up in 
a clear sky, the atmosphere was cool and 
favorable to out-door sports. 
Every- 
thing pointed to a typical celebration of 
New Year's day. As the hours advanced 
sleighing parties were on the streets and 
the jingle of bells and joyous laughter 
mingled in sweet accord. 
The stores 
and shops were closed, business cares 
laid aside and the merchant and me- 
chanic seemed to give over entirely to 
the pleasures of the occasion. 
Horse 
racing was ocoassionally indulged in, 
but not an accident occurred to oast a 
gloom upon the happy throng. 
Alas, 
what promised early in the day to be 
one of the most joyous, happy New 
Years in the history of the city, termi- 
nated in one of the saddest accidents 
ever recorded. It reminds us that "in 
the midst of life we are in death." 
By 
the obstinacy of a headstrong man two 
souls were hurled into eternity and two 
homes were made desolate, not to men- 
tion the sufferings of the wounded. The 
particulars of the sad affair are most 
sorrowful. 


Eleven men and seven ladies were 
huddled in a bob sled owned and driven 
by Baron H. 0. F. Westramb. 
The 
party was en route to the country home 
of Fred Heine, three miles south east. 
The road led out by the Edsall home- 
stead, on the old Piqua trace. 
As they 
approached the crossing of the Pitts- 
burg and Fort Wayne road, the limited j 
express train hove in sight. 
Mr. Wee- 
trumb, over the protests of the occupants 
of the sleigh, attempted to cross the track 
in front of the locomotive. 
All was 
fright and fear aa the vehicle and engine 
approached the crossing destined to col- 
lide. 
The men leaped for their lives 
leaving the women at the mercy of the 
iron monster and Westramb. The loco- 
motive struck the sled midway and sent 
its human freight into the air. 
The 
scene that followed cannot be told with 
accuracy, but the traces of blood, the 
form prints in the deep snow, the bitter 
cold adding fresh pangs to the helpless 
victims, can best be pictured in the 
mind. 


Mrs. Peter Lepper, of No. 154 Clay 
street, was instantly killed. 
Her skull 
was crushed to a jelly. 


Miss Dina Minniker, daughter of a 
Pittsburg car carpenter, was cut about 
the head and face and died almost in- 
stantly from fractures of the cranium. 


Miss Emma Shuler, Miss Lena Heit, 
Miss Lottie Eicks, Miss Lizzie Canning 
and Miss Bell Bishop were painfnliy 
hart, sdme of them sustaining frac- 
tures of limbs and flesh wounds that 
will confine them to cots for some 


They all agreed the train was running 
foriy-five miles an hour. 
There was no 
watchmen at the crossing, the locomo- 
tive bell was silent and they say the 
whistle sounded but an instant before 
the sleigh was struck. 
All of the wit- 
nesses testified that the young men 
called to Westrumb to stop; that he 
could not cross the track, but he did 
not heed them. 
It was sworn to that 
no one of the pariy had been drinking, 
not even Westrumb. 
The injured girls 
gave these statements: 


Miss Bell Bishop said: "Mr. Kan- 
ning called on Westrumb to be ^careful. 
He was headstrong and stubborn and is 
to blame." 


Miss J^eibke.—"The boys all yelled, 
'For God's sake, stop,' but the driver 
would not heed them." 


Miss Emma 
Shuler.--"The driver 
would not stop when the boys told him 
to." 


Miss Liszie Eanning.—"I heard my 
brother say, 'You can't make it.'" 


Lena Heit.—"We all called for the 
driver to stop." 


Lottie Eiks.—"We told him not to 
cross, but he did not listen and the en- 
gine atruck us." 


Baron Westrumb was summoned be- 
fore the coroner this afternoon. 
He 
denies, ander oath, that he heard anyone 
tell him to stop to let the train pass and 
says the only admonition was "don't get 
stuck on the track," and this was in a 
joking way. He drove slow as he ap- 
proached the crossing and when jnst at 
it whipped his horses up so they would 
not stop on the rails. He saw a number 
of headlights up in the yard, but did not 
see the engine coming. 
He did not 
hear the bell or whistle and knew of no 
danger until he was thrown from his 
seat. 


2 p. m.—All rumors to the contrary, 
none of the injared girls have since 
died, and the low of but two lives are 
attributable to the collision. Dr. C. B. 
Stemen visited all the safferers to-day, 
and is positive in the statement that they 
are out of danger. Mis* Eicks recovered 
consciousness this morning and is rapid- 
ly mending. The others are comfortable, 
but bruised and sore.

The funeral of Mrs. Lepper will oc- 
cur to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock 
from her residence, on Clay street. 
The services will be at the Lutheran 
chapel in Adams township, and the in- 
terment in the adjoining cemetery, Aear 
which her father, Mr. Getz, lives. 


The funeral of Miss Minniker will oc- 
cur to-morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from St. John's Beformed church. The 
ast funeral in this family was that of 
Mr. Minniker's son, who was killed in a 
threshing machine accident last sum- 
mer.

This fact caused the news to 
spread and when the unfortunate ones 
were brought to the depot, hundreds of 
people awaited their identity, and the 
explanations of the ungallant young 
men and Baron Westramb, who simply 
narrated the awfnl sufferings of the in- 
jured girls, their pitiful moans and the 
death agonies of the ill<fated ones, as 
the chill night air led them to the ears 
of a stubborn driver and eleven young 
men who could not record the rescue of 
a single fair companion. 


M. J . C. Peltier prepared the two 
bodies of the dead women for burial and 
a sad feature was that some of the rela- 
tives of the dead and injured did not 
hear of the dreadful accident until the 
morning papers related its sad particu- 
lars, and this was notably the case with 
Mr. Minneker, and Dr. T. J. Dills and 
Mr. E. P. William« also read of the in- 
i ury to their hoasemaids in the Sunday 
press.

CATHOLMNIGHTS. 


The Officers of the Uniform Rank and 
the Knights of St. John. 


Chicago, Jan. 3. - Mr. Moody arrived 
here Friday evening and was warmly 
greeted by the christian people of this 
city. In his first sermon he said you 
have heard a great deal of the new de- 
parture in christian work. He was go- 
ing to get into that list himself. He 
believed it was the best and most prac- 
tical way of bringing sinners to Christ. 
He wanted to get christians to work. He 
had very little hope of reaching the 
masses outside until the pulpit and pew 
were united. He got tired of going from 
church to church preaching. 
The 
Americans were a good people to sit still 
and listen, but when they were wanted 
to get up and carry out what they had 
heard not one in ten of them would lift a 
finger. 
Christianity had been too long 
on the defensive and it was time for a 
war of aggression. His mission to Chi- 
cago this time was not so much to preach 
as to get others to work. After he had 
done speaking he was going to make a 
new departare and that was to take up a 
collection to evangelize Chicago. 
He 
wanted one hundred missioneries in 
Chicago. They might look surprised 
but such was the case. This would take 
$1,000,000, but what was that in a big 
city like Chicago. They have been 
working here with a teaspoon when they 
ought to have been working with a 
big scoop shovel. The plan was to carry 
the gospel into the homes of the people. 
There were houses within a stone's 
throw of a church whose occupants never 
went to a church. They had not ser- 
vants, and the mother was afraid to 
come for fear the little daughter, Mary, 
would set herself and the house on fire. 
Godly women were wanted to go and 
talk to the mother while they were at 
the wash tub, or to mind the babies while 
the mother went to at least one service. 
He had come to open this war of aggres- 
sion. Let them do what they could, not 
what they could not. If every one in 
this church did what they could, would 
there not be one thousand converted ? 
If every christian had not the power to 
lead one soul to Christ he did not think 
much 
of 
their 
Christianity. 
There were several qualifications neces- 
sary for this work, and the first was 
faith. They must have not only faith in 
God, but faith that God could use them. 
Let them not say, "Do not send me, but' 
sen<! some one else," but let them say. 
Send me." The next thing was cour- 
age. Courage followed right on faith. 
How many of them there were who were 
ashamed to speak to their neighbor. 
Enthusiasm was the third necessity, 
People were afraid of being enthusiastic. 
The want of enthusiasm was the gi«at 
obstacle in the church to-day.

Mr. Josh Williams, the popular tie con- 
tractor on the Pittsburg, now rides be- 
hind a handsome and speedy roadster, 
just driven in from Ohio by Mr. John 
A. Maier. 


Prof. C. B. Dryer, of Fort Wayne, 
talked for ten minutes on the surface 
geology of the Wabash-Erie divide, be- 
fore the Association of State Scientists 
at Indianapolis and the academy ad- 
journed to meet on May 19 next. 


Bazalia Browning, who lived near La- 
Grange, died two weeks ago at the ad- 
vanced age of ninety-five years. 
He 
was a soldier of the war of 1812 and set' 
tied in Fort Wayne in 1832, moving 
from here to LaGrange county in 1861. 


New Tear's day was the 2,410,273d 
day since the commencement of the 
Julian period. 
The world is now in the 
1,301th year of the Mohammedan era, 
the 2,547th year of the Japanese period 
and the 2,634th year of the Nabonassar 
period. 


L. Mars, chief clerk in the master 
mechanic and master car builder's office 
of the Wabash railway, at Peru, has re- 
signed to accept a more lucrative posi- 
tion under Gtneral Msister Mechanic 
Johann, with headquarters at Marshall, 
Tex., on the Texas and Pacific railway. 


The Pennsylvania company's lines 
have adopted a system which went 
into efltect on Jan. 1, requiring the ex- 
amination of the watches of all their 
trainmen, engineers, conductors, train 
dispatchers and flagmen, in short, every 
one having anything to do with the 
running of trains. 


Postmaster Eaough effected an im- 
portant change in his office January 1.

$1,324,625.95. 
The net earnings of the 
roads leased and operated by the Grand 
Bapids and Indiana railway were $106,- 
834.10. 
The road during 1886 carried 
1,100,000 passengers, which was an in- 
crease over the number carried in 1885
